The Power of Our Queen Mother 


S Mav ushers in the glorious season of spring, 
so October brings us the beautiful season 
of autumn. Both months belong to Marv. 
The first month honors her as God's Mother 

the fairest flower of paradise, to whom the words 
of St. Paul mav be applied that she embodies “all 
that is true, all that is modest, all that is holy, all 
that is lovely... .” , 

October too is a beautiful month while nature 
dons her gorgeous colors before the sleep of winter. 
October is the month of Marv’s Rosarv, the only 
month of the vear associated specifically with a 
particular praver in the Church. More and more the 
Rosary has become the special praver of all the faith- 
ful towards Our Lady, as in the words of Fr. Faber: 

If the Eucharist is the testament of Jesus, the 
rosarv is the testament of Marv.” 

Catholics honor Mary not simply as the gentle 
Maid of Nazareth whose piety and puritv have at- 
tracted the world, but as the great power with God 
whom He wills to employ in His defeat of Satan 
and sin. Her personality spans the entire Bible, from 
the book of Genesis to the final work of the \poca- 
lvpse. She is promised in the threat against the devil: 
“Twill placed enmities between thee and the woman, 
and thy seed and her seed and she shall crush thy 
head and thou shalt lie in wait for her heel.” (Gen. 
3:15) Mary is the great wonder of heaven whom St. 
John saw in his vision in the Apocalypse: “A woman 
clothed with the sun, and the moon under her feet 


und on her head a crown of twelve stars.” (12:1). 


rpyur history of the Church in these latter vears is 
| bound up with devotion to Mary. The feast of the 
Most Holy Rosarv in October (7th) celebrates the 
victorv of the Christian forces over the Turks at 
Lepanto in 1570. The feast of the Holy Name 
(Sept. 12) was established after John Sobieski, King 
of Poland, routed the invaders of Vienna in 1683, 
the festival of the Visitation (July 2) was raised in 
liturgical rank after Napoleon's hold on the papacy 
was broken; the feast of the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary was instituted in 1942 by Pope Pius XII in 
order that all the world, and especially Russia, might 
he consecrated to the Mother of God.

Devotion to Marv is essential to Catholic life. We 
mav also sav, with some qualification that love for 
the rosarv is essential to Catholic practice. One is 
not bound to it, as one is bound to love Our Lady, 
but as the vears pass the words of St. Pius X assume 
more convincing strength: “OF all pravers the Rosary 
is the most beautiful and richest in graces; of all, it 
is the one which is most pleasing to Mary, the Virgin 
most holy. Therefore love the Rosarv and recite it 
everv dav with devotion; this is the testament which 


I leave unto vou that vou mav remember me by it.” 


myiuk Rosarv is not so much a special devotion as a 
| praver which unites all devotions. It should be to 
the laitv what the Divine Office is to the clergy. It 
is a profession of faith, a shield against temptation 
the touchstone of Catholic practice. “It teaches us 
the place of Mary and shows us the mysteries of 
Jesus through her Immaculate Heart; it teaches us 
how she is the wav to Him; it makes us do what she 
never ceased to do, meditate incessantly upon Him. 
It shows us, therefore, what she wishes us to do; it 
is her testament.... It is the truest means of loving 
her, for love consists in obedience and imitation. 
And whoever loves her, she will certainly lead to the 
Heart of her Son.” (Fr. J. Ripley, This is the Faith 

We should be conscious of the power of the 
Rosary in all aspects of lite—for the family, for so- 
ciety, for vouth. We should realize its meaning for 
all who seek to imitate Christ. It is more than just 
another praver to Marv; it is the praver, approved 
and blessed by the Church, sanctioned by more than 
50 Popes, and urged by many saints and holy per- 
sons, particularly in these last centuries. 

There is another reason for praying the rosary 
the cause of Christian Unity. As Pope Leo NII 
wrote: “... We say that the Rosary is by far the best 
praver by which to plead before Mary the cause of 
our separated brethren. ... Every one of the multi 
tudes whom the mischief of calamitous events has 
stolen away from Unity must be born again to ¢ ‘hrist 
of that same Mother who God has endowed with a 
never-failing fertility to bring forth a holy people. 
And this Mary, for her part, longs to do.” (Adjutricem 
popoli, 1895) Pray the Rosary daily—always. t

by looking at it from a fresh point of view 


A DIFFEREN: 
POINT OF VIEIV 


by LEO E. 


FTER looking at a certain scene for vears, 





you came to believe that vou know every 
little detail of the scene. Perhaps it's a tree. 
You know every branch, bough and twig 
on that tree. don't vou? Then one day, vou approach 
it from a slightly different direction. Or at a dif- 
ferent time of the day. Suddenly there is a new 
heanty that vou didn’t see before. You are surprised, 
thrilled. Here in this familiar sight. is something 
vou had never noticed. 

Perhaps by looking from a different point of view, 
we will find a greater beauty, a new value in the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. Let's trv it; let’s look 
it the Mass from the apologist’s point of view. 

Apologetics, vou know, is the systematic proof of 
the truth of Christianity. When an apologist looks 
it the Mass, he sees definite proof for the truth 
of Catholicism. How about it—did you ever see the 
Mass like that? Well then, come along. We'll move 
into the apologist’s pew and look at things from 


his angle. 


B r first we must have a lesson in Biblical his- 
tory. Around 516 B.C., close to twenty-four 
centuries ago, the long Babylonian Captivity came 
to an end. King Cyrus gave the Jews permission 
to return to Jerusalem; he encouraged them to 
rebuild their city and their temple. Under the 
leadership of Esdras and Nehemias, the Jews set 
about their task. Only two of the twelve tribes were 
left—Juda and Benjamin. Historians have never been 
able to trace the other ten, the “Lost Tribes of 
Israel”, 

The rebuilding of the walls of the city proceeded 
well for a while. Opposition from neighboring na- 
tions, however, soon caused the Jews to grow de-

spondent. As always in their sad history, they began 
to grumble and murmur against God, and then to 
forsake Him. 

It was then that God raised up another prophet 
to try to draw His people back to Him. The prophet 
was Malachias, and his chief mission was to quiet 
the murmuring of the Jews. He tried to convince 
them that it was thev who were forsaking God; 
God was not forsaking them 

Malachias must have given many lectures and 
sermons. Later, these were condensed and put to 
writing. This writing is known to us now as the 
Prophecy of Malachias. In ou Bible, it is placed 
between the Prophecy of Zacharias and the First 
Book of the Maccabees. 


rie point of the Prophecy of Malachias is this: 
| The Jews have scorned thei God. They were 
slovenly in their offerings. The coarsest bread, the 
crippled deformed animals, these were good enough 
sacrifices for God. 

“The son gives due respect. to his father,” the 
Lord complains through His prophet; “and the serv- 
ant gives due respect to his master. 1, the Lord, 
am vour Father. Where is the honor you owe Me? 
Tam vour Master. What reverence have you shown 
MMe?” 

One day, Malachias says, the Lord will flatly re- 
fuse anv Jewish sacrifice. For there will be a new 
Sacrifice, holy and pleasing to God. Malachias speaks 
in a “prophetic present” tense. That is, the future 
is so vivid in his mind that he speaks as if this 
Sacrifice is actually being offered in his own time, 

“From the rising of the sun even to the going 
down, mv name is great among the Gentiles; and 
in every place there is sacrifice, and there is offered 
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to mv name a clean oblation, for my name is great 


among the Gentiles, saith the Lord of hosts.” 
Those words form the eleventh verse of the first 
chapter of Malachias’ prophecy. It is evident from 
the general tone of the prophecy that the sacrifice 
described will be offered by the Messiah and His 
followers. The Book of Malachias, short though it 
is, is jam packed with Messianic references espec- 


ially chapter three: 


Behold [send my angel (John the Baptist), and 
he shall prepare the wav before mv face. And pres- 
Christ) and the 
angel of the testament whom vou desire, shall come 
to this temple. Behold He (Christ) cometh, saith the 
Lord of hosts. And who shall be able to think of 


the day of His coming? And who shall stand to see 


ently the Lord whom vou seek 


Him?... He shall purify the sons of Levi, and shall 
refine them as gold and as silver, and thes shall 


offer sacrifices to the Lord in justice.” 
And in chapter four: 


“But unto vou that fear my name, the Son of 
Justice (Christ) shall arise, and health in His wings. 
And vou shall go forth, and shall leap like calves of 
the herd.” 


Tow it follows that the true Church of God will 
LN have just such a sacrifice as Malachias described, 
it must be a “clean oblation’, offered “from the 
rising of the sun even to the going down’. This 
Sacrifice is to be offered “in every place” and “among 
the Gentiles”. For the burden of this Book is pre 
cisely to show that the Jews have failed God and 
that the Messianic Kingdom will be both a restora 
tion and a fulfillment of all) the promises and 
prophecies of all times. It simply remains for our 
apologist to find a religion with such a sacrifice. 

Could it have been a purified, reformed Jewish 
sacrifice?) No; nothing like that. The prophet dis- 
tinctly Says that the Sacrifice would be among the 
Gentiles. 

How about some other religion which perhaps 
flourished during the prophet’s time? No. Because 
Malachias said the Sacrifice would be world-wide— 
in “every place” If such a Sacrifice were universal, 
historians would ce rtainls know about it. And there 
was no wide-spread religion, embracing all nations, 
before the time of Christ. Besides that. there was 
no pagan religion which could possibly offer a “clean 
oblation”, For the most part, pagan ceremonies were 
grossly immoral, not stopping even at sacrificing 
human beings. 

It is not, then, until the time of Christ that a 
Sacrifice, a pure offering, is made in the name. of 
the Lord of Hosts. All other sacrifices, except the 
rejected Jewish sacrifice, were offered to false gods. 

Jesus Christ offered the pertect Sacrifice on Mount 
Calvary. He offered His immolation in the name of 
the Lord, and it was an infinitely pure offering. But 
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it was not Christ’s death which Malachias had 
mind. The Crucifixion took place only once, } 
“from the rising of the sun even to the going dow 
Christ was crucified only in one place, Golgat! 
not in “every place” as the prophet foretold. Final 
the Crucifixion on Calvary was a bloody Sacrifi 
The Hebrew word which Malachias used, min 
implies an unbloody Sacrifice. The prophet, ther 
fore, was not speaking of the immolation of Chi 
Himself, but rather of the constant and univers 
Sacrifice of Christ’s Church. 





Tow, as we know from the New Testament 
l Christ gave His \postles the power and tl 
authority. to repeat this Sacrifice in- an unblood 
way. By the sacrament of Holy Orders, Christ mac 
His Sacrifice perpetual. Bread and wine were t 
become His Body and Blood. 

Here, at last. we have a clean oblation, Christ 
Himself. which is offered among the Gentil 
throughout the world. At every minute of the day 
this Holy Sacrifice is being offered somewhere in 
the world. 

The apologist is now adding the final strands to 
his web of logic. Malachias considered this Sacrific« 
which he foretold to be a distinguishing mark of 
the Messianic religion. Yet where but in the Catholi 
Church do vou find so much as an attempt at sucl 
a Sacrifice. Even those sects which copy some 
the external ceremonies of the Mass claim only that 
their “sacrifice” represents Christ. They do not say 
as we do, that the Blessed Sacrament is Christ, and 
that the Sacrifice of the Mass is an unbloody rey 
etition of the bloody Sacrifice on Mount Calvary 


Some sects which call themselves Christian si 
that a “moral” sacrifice is enough. “Sacrifice vour 
spirit on the altar of your heart”, or some such hazy 
thing. Malachias. however, was not hazv. He wa 
speaning of something real, something — tangib! 
which was place don an altar and immolated to God

THE DAY 


FRANCIS OF ASSIS] 


DIED

RANCIS could not see the sunrise. But the 

larks described it for him with joyous twit- 

ters. The sun streamed into the hut where 

Francis lay behind the chapel of St. Mary 
of the Angels. The rays spotlighted a man wasted 
away with sickness. Francesco Bernardone, one time 
son of a rich cloth merchant, was Iving flat on his 
back with just a piece of sacking between himself 
and the Italian soil. He drew his blind eves more 
tightly shut. The warming sun made him want to 
sing, to sing the Psalms as his Brothers were doing 
in the little chapel. This was Saturday, October 3, 
1226. The day Francis of Assisi died. 

In a few minutes, the Brothers were entering 
the hut to see how their father was. He had been 
in poor health for several vears now. Six months 
before, Brother Elias, the superior of the entire 
Franciscan Brotherhood, had taken Francis to the 
physicians at the Papal court. The doctors said it 
was his liver, his stomach, his spleen, and his eves. 
A few weeks later he developed dropsy. Francis 
would smile through the pain and admit, “Brother 
\ss isn't good for much any more.” He often referred 
to his body as “Brother Ass.” 


— Elias had an armed guard escort the 
Little Poor Man back to his home in Assisi. The 
soldiers were needed to prevent a neighboring city 
from kidnapping the dying saint. 

As the Brothers filed into his hut, Francis greeted 
them, “Good morning, my good Brothers.” To their 
question of how he felt, he gave a gesture of dis- 
missal and added quickly, “Let's sing the Canticle 
of the Sun. It’s a wonderful morning!” 

Elias smiled defeatedly. By now he was resigned 
to this deathbed singing. When Francis was at the 
Bishop's palace—again a safety measure lest the 


Perugians take the saint by storm—Brother Elia 


had reproached him, ~ You will scandalize the peop! 
with all this singing.” Francis explained that he wa 
thinking of how good God was and of the joys that 
would follow death. Even Elias had to admit that 


such things were worth singing about.

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MOSTLY FOR MEN

Tue Lost 7,000—A local priest-friend 
compiled some very interesting statis- 
tics recently, concerning the “fall-out” 
in education—which he believes is a 
lot more serious than the fall-out from 
atom ash. In our own citv, which has 
a more ambitious educational goal 
than the national average, he found 
that out of 10.000) youths entering 
High School four vears ago, only 
3.000 graduated last June 

What happened to the lost 7.000? 

For one reason and another, thes 
quit. They left the halls of higher 
learning to take jobs as garage me- 
chanies (and, for some the “mechan- 
ical” part consists of filling tanks with 
gasoline) waitresses, typists, carpen- 
ters, oil-field workers. et al. A’ few 
couldn’t wait to get married. Pretty 
fair pay-checks, a handy feeling of 
freedom, dates with the girls (and 
bovs) and, above all. escape from 
the monotony of study. had far 
greater appeal than the dubious. dis- 
tant rewards that could come with 
complete education 

My researcher-friend found that 
on the whole, vouths with more than 
werage ability were the ones who 
wre leaving school. The pluggers. the 
slow ones, the ones with less than 
average IQ, are the ones who are 
going on to University. 

After one vear away from High 
School—certainly after two—vou_ sel- 
dom reclaim these kids. Talent) atro- 
phies; vocations to the religious life 
ure nipped in the bud.

How do you convince youth today? 
I know one girl who finished Grade 
X. took a three-months course in 
typing and filing, then went to work 
on a newspaper (not as a reporter, 
either!). How to convince her that 
by staving in school two more vears, 
she could have become a secretary 
to an editor, instead of a little girl 
buried in the newspaper “morgue” 
drawing about $30 a week? 

I know a boy of exceptional talent 
who worked in a garage during the 
stunmer holidays. Soon. motorists were 
insisting he adjust their carburetor, 
tune their misfiring motors. At 16! 
The garage, naturally. wants him 
and. this fall, thev’ve got him—at $50 
a week. Big monev! Great monev for 
a kid of 16. How to make him see 
that if he'd kept on, he could have 
become an engineer with General 
Motors, or in the mushrooming air- 
craft industry. at a probuble salary 
of $15,000 a vear? 

Not only are these kids short- 
changing society by their limited out- 
look. thev re crucifving their own 
futures. 

There is nothing wrong or ignoble 
about ditch-digging (provided the 
man digs a better ditch!) but it. is 
tragic when the cream of our vouth 
are willing to settle for the mediocre 
merely because it is in the immediate 
otting 

Undoubtedly the onus lies with the 
parents—and some of us are more 
guilty than we realize. If we start 
complaining. when the kids are ten 
or twelve, about how much it’s cost- 
ing to educate them. keep them 
dressed properly for school, ete... we 
have only ourselves to blame when 
they want to leave early. If we talk 
only in terms of monetary success 
in terms of their limited vision—how 
can we blame our sons when that 
sceming success is offered to them 


early? (Offer vour ten-vear-old son 
a dime today, or a dollar three weeks 
from now—and hell grab the dime.) 
If we rush through life, tearing off 
the pages of our days in frantic waste, 
how can we teach them the patience 
to stay with worthwhile things—to 
stay at school five or six years longer 
than their fellows? Finally, if we give 
them no “higher goal”—if they do not 
acquire the truth that each of us is 
here for a very definite purpose in 
God's plan that we must ¢ operate 
by developing our talents to the 
Saturation point, so that we mav be 
adequately equipped to leave a deep 
mark wherever we walk and work 
in this world—can we justly blame 
them for deciding to settle for a very 
small niche in the sun? 

The evidence indicates that we 
parents have become very neglectful 
of the importance and opportunities 
of education. The job of education 
Is to develop the whole man: to give 
him a basis of knowledge: to accen- 
tuate and unveil ever deeper truths 
in the field for which he is best 
suited; and. in the process, to train 
his intellect and will so that) the 
total effects of all his endeavors and 
achievements are directed to moral 
and. spiritual good 

How far, I wonder, do so many 
of us fall short? 

Even the secularists are learning 
Thus, IT was gratified the other day 
to hear what the president of Can- 
ada’s Ottawa Journal had to sav on 
the subject. He spoke as a very suc- 
cessful businessman, and sO | think 
his words should carry some weight 
with success-minded vouth 

“Education is not something to give 
a man a higher standard of living.” 
said Mr. Grattan O'Leary, in his ad- 
dress to St. Patrick’s College It is 
something to give him a standard of 
lite 

“One of the tragedies of our day 
is that it has so much specialization 
and such little wisdom; so much 
knowledge and so little know-why 
all signposts and no destination. 

“We seem in danger of forgetting 
the truth that there is no sense in 
pasting Wings on man unless vou can 
give him a winged nature—and no 
sense in trving to make mem free in 
order to make them good, when the 
real task is to make them = good in 
order to fit them to be free.” 

So said the president of the Oftatea 
Journal. 

His words are well worth deep 
perusual by every parent. This term, 
as ever before, the “fall-out” from our 
high schools will be appalling. 1 don't 
know how many parents with high
